GREETS HEROES 


Ten Persons Killed and Hun- 
dreds Maimed During a 
Wild Welcome to the 
City Volunteers. 


CAPITAL RULED BY MOB. 


Women and Children Trampled 
Under Foot, Beaten, or In- 
sulted by the Horde of 
Lawless Revelers. 


SCENES RECALL COMMUNE. 


killed outright, 200 maimed and crushed, 
many so badly that they will die, and count- 
less hundreds bruised, beaten, and with 
clothes torn to rags, are results of the wild- 
est, maddest day London ever has seen. It 
is not the story of a battle with a foe at- 
tempting to capture the British capital, but 
only an incident in the English people's wel- 
come to their returning heroes—the members 
of the City Imperial Volunteers. 

The list of casualties among the welcoming 
multitude was longer than that of the whole 
corps in its twenty-six engagements in south 
Africa. 

Indeed, the only surprising feature is that 
the casualties were not twice as numerous, 
for when night fell the streets of London 
would have done credit to the commune. 
It was a scene of unchecked saturnalia that 
met the eye. Fighting and swearing throngs 
fought vainly among themselves for the 
right of way. Half an hour was needed to 
make 100 yards’ progress along the Strand, 
and the feat could only be accomplished at 
the risk of life or umb. The few isolated 
policemen in evidence were borne helpless 
upon the tide of patriotic enthusiasm, whose 

invariable characteristic was drunkenness, 


partial or complete. 


Heroes Forgotten by Mad Mob. 

In the wild revelry, which was started by 
the welcome to the volunteers, even the 
brave men who were supposed to be the ob- 
ject of the demonstration, were forgotten 
long before the daylight faded last evening, 
and the wild, drunken mob gave itself ovor 
to a mad debauch, which, even at this hour, 
still is in full sway. 

The night was a repetition of “ Mafeking 
night. without the redeeming excuses of 
that celebrated orgy. London was turned 
over to the worst elements of its population. 
Women were insulted, kissed, or thrown 
down with impunity in street fights. Pur- 
sued at the sweet will of inebriate brawlers 
from the sidewalks, they streamed along his- 
toric thoroughfares shouting, sobbing, or 
brandishing peacock feathers with inane 
depravity. Many of them offered no excep- 
tion to the rule of drunkenness. Babes in 


arms could frequently be seen. Countless 


different uniforms of soldiers of the empire, 
regulars, volunteers, and colonials added 
vivid color to an extraordinary spectacle, the 
like of which was never witnessed in any 
American city. 


Volunteers Escape in Disguise. 

In justice to the heroes of the demonstra- 
tion, it should be said that few of them 
participated. in the celebration, when it 
developed into a night of unbridled debauch 
and defiance of all law, order, and decency. 
The members of the corps had to muffle 
themselves in their overcoats and to use 
other disguises in order to avoid recogni- 
tion by the crowds. As it was Beveral were 
nearly pulled to pieces by the rough em- 
bracings and handshakings of drunken men. 


on duty along the line of march, when the 
volunteers and their escort paraded the 
streets in the morning, but they were un- 
able to manage the crowds.: Women and 
girls fainted and were trampled under foot. 
Stands overloaded with sightseers fell in. 
Twelve persons out of thirty who were rid- 
ing on top of a mail wagon, whose wheels 
gave way, had their bones broken. Two 
children were killed. A man who was lean- 
ing over the parapet od the roof of a four- 
story building lost his balance and fell upon 
a group of women, killing one and hurting 
two others, but walked away himself- ap- 
parently uninjured. 

Many of the soldiers on the line of march 
were hurtin combats with the crowd. 


Wild Battles in City Streets. 


The crush of the populace became so terri- 
ble at the Marble Arch that the people broke 
through the cordon, and when the fleld was 
again cleared forty persons requiring the 
aid of ambulance surgeons were left lying on 
the ground, several of them suffering from 
serious injuries. 

In narrow Fleet street the crowds broke 
down ali the barriers, and sightseers, sol- 
diers, police, and City Imperial Volunteers 
were mixed up in a confused mass, from 
which the volunteers had to be extricated in 
single file. 

A fractious cavalry horse stampeded the 
crowd at Ludgate circus, and fifty persons 
who were injured had to be attended to by 
the ambulance corps. 

Along the whole length of Fleet street the 
scenes could only be likened to a continual 
football scrimmage, but it was even more 
exciting. Shrieks and groans filled the air; 
people were hurled to the ground and tram- 
pled upon. Lifeguards on horseback were 
swept off and lost in the struggling mass cf 
humanity, after impotent struggles to stem 
the pressure of the semi-panic-stricken mob. 
Many of the injuries sustained are so severe 
that it is feared they will prove fatal. 

Field Marsha! Lord Wolseley, commander- 


There were 4,000 police and 22,000 troops 


in-chief of the forces, issued a special army 
order in the afternoon expressing the high 
appreciation which the patriotic services of 
the City Imperial Volunteers and the gallant- 


ry and soldierly qualities of all ranks had | 


afforded him, and offering the volunteers, in 
behalf of the British army, a cordial welcome 
home. 

Early in the day Queen Victoria sent a 
message to the returning troops, welcoming 
them and inquiring as to their health. The 
‘Prince of Wales came to town and viewed the 


procession from Marlborough House. The 


other royal personages watching the littie 
band’ of men in khaki uniforms were Princess 


“Louise, the Duchess of Argyle, and Prince 


Edward of Saxe-Weimar, who, with many 
other distinguished people, had taken up 
positions of vantage early in the morning. 

The clubs in Piccadilly presented an un- 
usual spectacle. Hundreds of women were 
at the windows, these sacred precincts hav- 
ing thrown open their ances in honor of the 
great occasion. 


Rain Drenches the 8 
All along the line of march there were 
festoons of flags and other such devices, pre- 
senting a brilliant spectacle, though the 


decorations had been up since Saturday and | 


had been drenched with Sunday's rains, 
which had not improved the colors. 

In addition to the City Imperial Volunteers 
themselves there were in the procession the 
bands of twelve volunteer regiments and 
24,000 regulars and volunteers lined the 
route. 

Among the most interesting features of the 

display was the presence in the procession 
of the invalided City Imperial Volunteers 
in carriages flying the Red Cross flag and 
the assemblage at a conspicuous point in 
Fleet street of the few remaining survivors 
of the Balaclava charge. 
The locomotives which drew the City Im- 
perial Volunteers’ train from Southampton 
were named Victoria, Roberts, Powerful, 
and the Maine. To the last the invalids were 
intrusted. 


Lord Mayor Greets His Men. 

After an eight hours’ march, broken by a 
sermon at St. Paul's Cathedral by the Bishop 
of Stepney ahd a speech by Lord Mayor New- 
ton at the Guild Hall, the volunteers sat 
down to a course dinner at the headquarters 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery of 
London, where Lord Wolseley and many 
other notable persons received and addressed 
them. 


After the usual loyal toasts Lord Wolseley, 
responding for the imperial forces,“ read 
the following telegram he had received from 
Queen Victoria: 

Please, assure the City of London Im- 
perial Volunteers that I heartily share in 
those feelings of joy and thankfulness which 
have been evidenced in the enthusiastic wel- 
come accorded them today. Tell them with 
what pride and satisfaction I have received 
the unvarying reports of their soldier-like 
conduct during the dangers and hardships 
of a trying campaign. 

“While joining in the happiness of the 
many relatives and friends. who celebrate 
the home coming of their dear ones, I deeply 
sympathize with those who look in vain for 
them who, alas, no longer stand in the ranks 


of their comrades. I, also, myself, have to 


grieve over the,Joss of a dear and most gal- 
lant grandson, who, like so many of your 
companions, has served and died for his 
Queen and country.” 

All Appear in New Uniforms, 

With the exception that the volunteers 
were rather browned, there was little in their 
appearance to indicate that they were return- 
ing from a hard campaign. Their new khaki 
kits, served out at Southampton, gave the 
men a disappointingly spick-and-span look, 
though the lack of alignment, irregularity 
of marching, and the frequent substitution 
of canes for lost rifies, sufficed to distin- 
guish them from the volunteers fresh from 
the training camps. 

A captured Boer flag carried in the center 
of the column elicited great enthusiasn, 
thunderous cheers going up as this first real 
trophy of victory was borne triumphantly 
through the crowds. 

A slight drizzling rain, which fell as the 
procession started, by no mean detracted 
from the exuberance of the welcome extend- 
ed to the troops. 


Press Condemns Rowdyism. 


The morning papers comment with the 
greatest satisfaction upon yesterday's dis- 
play of patriotic enthusiasm. All express the 
utmost regret for the reprehensible scenes 
which, as one journal puts it, threaten to 
lower the reputation of England in the eyes 
of foreigners and to earn for the British peo- 
ple the unenviable character of taking their 
pleasures brutally rather than sadly.” 

Most of the papers throw the chief blame 
upon the authorities for their failure to an- 
ticipate what occurred with a sufficient force 
of police, and, above all, for their failure to 
bring the police upon the scene early enough 
to close the side streets to traffic. 

Others, like the Daily Mail, frankly depre- 
cate rowdyism and drunkenness, and ask

DE WET MEETS WITH DEFEAT. 


Lord Roberts Sends News of Engage- 
ment Between Boers and Gen- 
eral Knox. 

LONDON, Oct. 29.—The War office has re- 
ceived the following from Lord Roberts, 
dated Pretoria; Oct. 28: 

Knox successfully engaged De Wet Oct. 
27. During the Boer retreat Knox caught 
De Wet in the Rensburg Drift. The Boers 
lost considerably and left two guns and 
three wagons in Knox’s hands. Another 
ammunition wagon was blown up by a shell. 
The British casualties were nil.“ 

Referring to the Jacobsdal affair, Lord 
Roberts says it was due to the treachery of 
the inhabitants, who admitted the Boers to 
their houses at night. They opened fire at 
daybreak. Fourteen men were killed and 
thirteen were wounded, mostly Cape High- 
landers. Troops dispatched from the Modder 
River drove off thé Boers. The housesof the 
treacherous inhabitants were destroyed. 
Commandant Bosman was killed. 

Lord Roberts calls attention to the in- 
creasing inclination of the better class of 
Boers to codperate with the British to secure 
peace since they find that guerrilla warfare 
is visited with heavy punishment.”

DRAW THOUSANDS 
Opening Day and Night in 
the Coliseum Proves the 
Equine Exhibition 
a Success.

Not Daunted by the Storm, a 


Host Gathers and Adds Bril- 
liance to the Scene in 
the Arena. 


WORK OF JUDGING STARTED 


™ While the rain poured down in torrents, 
filling Wabash avenue with an unsightly 
flood of mud and water, 5,000 persons founi 
their way into the Coliseum last night to 
attend the annual exhibition of the Chicago 
Horse Show association. The handsomely 
decorated interior, the many beautiful 
gowns, and the showing of some of the best 
horses in the country repaid the visitors for 
the trials they experienced in reaching the 
present Mecca of society and thoroughbred 
sportsmen. 

More than 1,000 lights cast their rays on the 
animated crowd as it moved towards the 
boxes and the reserved sections which so- 
clety will frequent during the week. Admir- 
ing comments were heard as the decorations 
were surveyed, but it was not until the van- 
guard of the blooded animals entered the 
ring that the applause broke forth in full 
approval of the appointments of the great 
building, the care with which everything had 
been arranged, and the promising program 
provided for lovers of good stock. 


Formal Opening Earlier. 


While the formal opening had taken place 
in the afternoon, when more than 2,000 per- 
sons saw some of the best horses among the 
large list of entries exhibited in the arena, 
society took no cognizance of the show until 
in the evening. Then it tuurned out, regard- 
less of the weather, and the attendance dur- 
ing the remainder of the week promises to 
be greater even than the first night. 

The seventy-six boxes were packed with 
society men and women from all parts of 
the city. The glittering gowns,.offset by the 
quiet black of the men and the multi-colored 
decorations, furnished a scene that had not 
been rivaled in the history of Chicago horse 
shows. Out in the arena, equal in size to 
that of Madison Square Garden, the finest 
horsefiesh ever exhibited in Chicago was 
seen, under the best trappings money can 
purchase. Driven by their owners, the 
horses seemed to understand what was ex- 


of the music by the First Regiment Band, 
cantered, trotted, or galloped their way to 
the hearts of the judges and the audience. 


Crowds in the Promenade. 


Hundreds of persons took possession of the 
promenade and passed the evening compar- 
ing notes on the horges or exchanging pleas- 
ant salutations. Lorgnettes, opera glasses, 
and sometimes field glasses were called into 
use to learn the location of friends, as it 
was impossible to distinguish features across 
the building, no matter how good the eyes. 

The night wags so disagreeable that few 

persons made use of street cars. As a result 
the hundreds of carriages and automobiles 
required for transportation formed a jam in 
the street which delayed until a late hour 
the arrival of many of the spectators. The 
line of waiting vehicles extended down Wa- 
bash avenue to Sixteenth street, then to 
Michigan avenue, and on the avenue to Sev- 
enteenth street. On the north the twinkle of 
carriage lamps could be seen for more than 
two blocks. 
Runabout Class First. 


President James Hobart Moore, Secretary 
Mortimer Levering, and other officers of the 
association appeared early, but evinced no 
disappointment at the vacant rows of seats 
which they knew would be filled later. When 
Vice President W. Vernon Booth and Arthur 
Meeker, chairman of the Ring committee, 
entered to direct the evening portion of the 
show, the crowd was slowly filing in. 

The herald sounded the assembly and At- 
teen horses entered to compete in the runa- 
bout class. The appearance of the swit 
moving animals, driven in different paces, 
and the skill manifestedse by their drivers 
drew frequent applause. 

This cheering was continued each time an 
award was made throughout the evening, 
the decision of the judges apparently agree- 
ing with the opinion of the spectators, except 
where sometimes friendship for the owners 
caused prejudice in favor of their animals. 


Arrangement of Coliseum. 


The great building never looked better 
than it does with the handsome decorations 
which it bears for the event. These are the 
conception of Jarvis Hunt. The Coliseum 
looked well in the afternoon; brighter in the 
evening. Scores of brilliant streamers, hun- 
dreds of flags of all colors, and thousands of 
yards of hunter's green and Mikado orange 
were utilized.

RUINS HIDE FRE 


BIG BLAZE IN GOTHAM. _— 


Seven-Story Building Is Hurled High 
Into the Air by an Explosion—Forty 
Business Blocks Destroyed~Hun- 
dreds of Persons Injured’ by Fiy- 
ing Glass and Debris—Windows Are 
Shattered and Stocks in Crockery 
Stores Blocks Away Demolished. 


New York, Oct. 29.—[Special.]—Forty 
buildings were wrecked by an explosion 
and fire during the noon hour today on the 
two square blocks bounded by Murray, War- 
ren, Chambers, Greenwich, and Washington 
streets. Nearly 500 men and women were 
injured, many seriously, most of them 
slightly. The number of dead is not known 
and will remain in doubt for two weeks. It 
will take that long to search the tangled 
mass of stone, iron, and timber which cover 
the plot of wrecked property. Forty-five 
persons were missing up to a late hour to- 
night, but only one death had been reported 
officially. The seriously injured number 
sixty, and some of these will die. The prop- 
erty loss is estimated at $1,500,000. 

The explosion occurred at 12:25 p. m. in 
the seven-story and basement steel and stone 
building at the northwest corner of War- 
ren and Greenwich streets, occupied by Tar- 
rant & Co., drug and perfumery makers. 

Fire had started at 12:10 p. m. The flames 
Spread to chemicals of a dangerous nature. 
A preliminary and comparatively mild ex- 
plosion warned the thousands of spectators. 


Like Shock of an Earthquake. 
Then came a shock like that of an earth- 
quake. It made the whole lower end of the 
city rock. It tossed iron and stone high into 
the air and knocked people in the streets 


flat on the stones, It filled the heavens with 3 


shreds of stone, tron, tin, paper, brick, and 
mortar, the powerful currents from the 
loosened gases of the chemicals keeping 
them in the air twenty minutes. Some of 
the stuff fell in Wall and Broad streets, 
more than half a mile away. 

Five massive buildings nearest Tarrant & 
Co.’s were crushed as if they were of paper. 
They burned fiercely and the flames spread 
im all directions. 

Within an hour one square block and the 
better part of another were demolished. 

Close to the scene of the explosion is the 
wholesale glassware and crockery district. 
The concusston shattered tens of thousands, 
of dollars’ worth of valuable stock. It broke 
all windows within a 400-foot radius. Per- 
sons four blocks away were cut by falling. 
glass and débris. . 


Search Begun in Redhot Ruins. 

The search of the ruins was begun tonight. 
Searchlights were used. Only the edges of 
the débris could be touched because of the 
fearful heat. In many places the wreckage 
‘was blazing. Tomorrow 1,000 men will be put 
at work in the search for the dead. 

It is alleged that a much greater quantity 
of dangerous combustibles was stored in 
Tarrant & Co.'s building than the law per- 
mits. A rigid investigation will be made, 
The force of the explosion, it is believed, 
weakened many of the old bulldings in the 
vicinity. Some of these probably will be or- 
dered torn down by the building department. 

It was 12:25 p. m. when the great explo- 
sion came that rocked the lower end of Man- 
hattan Island, tossed a seven-story iron and 
stone building into the air, and flattened to 
the ground half a square plocts of other mas- 
sive structures. 


Roof Hurled High Into the Air. 

Like the flash of a gun the vast mass of 
buildings was crumbling into the streets, 
which were choked with fleeirig humanity. 
The roar was heard two miles away, the 
shock was felt a mile distant. A column of 
black, then gray, smoke shot 500 feet into the 
air, then a wonderful pillar of pink flame, 
which slowly changed to deep red, climbed 
fully 300 feet skyward. 

Most marvelous of all, and showing best 
the awful force of the explosion, a great 
black mass flew heavenward. It was the 
iron and tin.roof of the Tarrant Building, 
weighing many tons. It went straight up 
and then seemed to hang stationary for a 
moment. Next it sailed about on the mighty 
currents which rushed upward from the ex- 
ploding chemicals, and when these were ex- 
hausted it came crashing * the ruins with 
a terrifying roar. 

Down in the streets the fearful crash had 
brought death to many, injury to hundreds. 
Men and women were lying upon the side- 
walks and in the middle of the streets dazed 
and bleeding. They said later they had been 
crushed to the earth as if some mighty force 
were pressing upon their heads. 


Fearful Force of Explosion. 

It was the concussion. It was irresistible. 
It knocked over horses. It picked up one man 
on the sidewalk and hurled him through the 
plate glass window of a Warren street store 
twenty feet back into a pile of shattered 
giassware. It tore the clothes from many 
nearest the building and shattered every 
pane of glass within 400 feet. 

The fire, the initial cause of the disaster, 
brought an immense crowd of sightseers. 
Thousands of employés of near-by firms, 
who at all other hours of the day are indoors, 
were out on the street, and they rushed from 
all directions to see the spectacle. They 
blocked Warren street east and west and 
Greenwich and the latter street north and 
south of Warren, ignorant of the barrels of 
dangerous combustibles stored in the build- 
ing. 

It seemed an ordinary enough fire at first, 
and the police made no effort to establish 
fire lines at an unusual distance from the 
blaze. 

Employes Flee from Doom. 

Nearly ten minutes elapsed. In that time 
nearly all the employés of Tarrant & Co. 
and of the M. J. Breitenbach company had 
left the building or were about to leave. 
Then came the first explosion—a midget com- 
pared with the giant which followed. Se 

This first explosion was providential to the 
thousands of spectators.. It sent them scur- 
rying at their best speed in every direction. 
It also hastened the steps of those in the 
building, who knew better than any one else 


the threatened danger. 


The second explosion was marked by a 
dense cloud of smoke that shot into the 
heavens. Then came the noise like a thou- 
sand peals of thunder. Following came the 
flames that, now fanned into a fury, shot 
high in the air. Burning timber and clothing 
fell on roof tops for blocks around. 

The Home-Made Restaurant, adjoining 
Tarrant's on Greenwich street, gave way to 
the explosion, crumbled and fell, part ef the 
north wall of the Tarrant building burying it 
beneath its weight. 


_Bank’s Money Blown to Street. 


Bricks and mortar were hurled through 
the windows and door of the Irving National 
Bank Building, on the northwest corner of 
Warren and Greenwich. Bank officers, 
clerks, and customers, already frightened 
by the first explosion, were watching the 
fire from the windows of the bank when 
the second explosion came. Glass and plas-

oF Talks of Trusts. 
Trusts the speaker referred to as an issue 
which is not an issue,” and said the general 
conception of the meaning of the word 
“trusts” was a large corporation or com- 
bination of co tions. All this was a 
wrong meaning, still, it had been generally 
accepted, and might be used. He continued: 

Now, for one, I think this question must 
be approached with courage. It cannot be 
approached helpfuily by a man who is afraid 
that a frank expression of his opinion may 
jose him votes for some office for which he 
is running. It can never be solved if the 
man who proposes to solve it starts with 
denunciation. It can never be solved until 
we are prepared to recognize the inevitable- 
ness of production upon a large scale, and 
that means trusts: until we are prepared to 
recognize the advantages to us all of pro- 
duction upon a large scale, and when We are 
prepared to make those gdmissions and rec- 
ognize those advantages, then, and not until 
then. can we discover what the evil ten- 
dencies and influences of the trust form of 
production are; and then, and not until then, 
can we hope to suggest and te carry out 
any intelligent remedy for those evils. 

“Now, put the matter simply. Here is 
the way a trust begins: There are half a 
dozen men in the one community that are 
making a given thing. They are all com- 
peting. The stronger man prevails in that 
fight; the man with the most capital, the 
man with the most executive ability behind 
that capital; the man with the ripest experi- 
ence in devising ways of production and ways 
of distribution. That man wins out. 

Now, what happens when he wins? 
result is bound to be consolidation, if you 
want to preserve the smalproducer; and if 
you don't want to preserve, but prefer to 
destroy, the big man will simply destroy 
them, and the moment the small producers 
are destroyed, that moment the wage-earners 
that were working for those producers are 
thrown out of employment. Now, laboring 
men have realized that individual competi- 
‘tion must give place to organized effort. 
Laboring men long ago realized that the 
interests of the individual laborer could not 
be subserved in a hand-to-hand struggle 
of individual competition, and what did they 
do? They organised into labor unions—and 
shall we anathematize the labor unions; 
shall we inveigh against the labor unions 
and say they are wrong, because at times 
the power of the men that control those 
unions has been abused? 

ou take a man like John Mitchell, who 
represented the laboring men in the anthra- 
cite coal region recently. Place such a man 
at the head of organized labor, 140,000 men 
responding to his will and advice, and on the 
other hand one or two men representing the 
operators, and what was the result? The 
laboring men got an increase in their wages, 
because they were entitled to it. 


Trust, Here to Stay. 

“The trust is here to stay. There is no 
doubt about it. 
makes it for our interest that it should stay. 
And then, if we want to hold our own in 
competition all over the world, we have 
got to remember this: we are paying the 
highest wages that are paid anywhere in 
the world. If we are going to compete with 
European manufacturers in the markets of 
the world, we must maintain our superiority 
in the other elements that enter into the 
cost of production. If we are paying more 
for wages than they are, it is necessary that 
we have superior maragement, that we have 
superior machinery, that we have superior 
organizations, that we have superior meth- 
ods of distribution, and economy of distri- 
bution; otherwise we can never hope to 
hold our own in the world’s commerce unless 
we reduce wages, and we do not want to 
reduce wages, 1 think.“ 


On the Money Question. 

The money question Mr. Harlan declared to 
be of more real importance than either ex- 
pansion or trusts, but while Mr. Bryan had 
come near making the money question para- 
mount at Kansas City, he had repented 
afterwards. So far as he was concerned, 
however, Mr. Harlan declared the money 
question was the paramount one. He said: 

Here is the way that issue presents itseif 
to me. I have not much money, and what 
money I have, as far as I am concerned, shall 
remain as valuable as it now is. I hope to 
make some money, and I want that money 
to be as good as any money that I know any- 
thing about. I want my clients to be able to 
pay me as much as they are now able to pay 
—not only willing but able—I want them to 
pay me as promptly, if possible more prompt- 
ly, than they do now [applause], and when 
they pay me I want the money in which they 
pay me to be as good as any money in the 
world. We men that work with our hands 
and with our brains are more concerned in 
preserving the money standard, we are more 
concerned in having the number of dollars 
that we receive for a given service meas- 
ured by the longest yard stick, if I may use 
such a metaphor; we are more concerned to 
have the standard of value maintained than 
any other class of men in the community.“ 

In conclusion Mr., Harlan said that the last 
issue he cared to talk about was Mr. Bryan 
himself.

What Miss Addams Said. 
Miss Jane Addams spoke in part as follows: 
It is, I think, a great honor to the teach- 
ers of Chicago that they were the first body 
to take hold intelligently of this question of 
insufficient revenue. When they get the 
facts they must appeal to the moral intel- 
ligence of the community as a whole. We 
will have to bring to bear the whole pres-. 
sure of the community. We will have to 
bring it to bear, having the facts before 
them, as we have had them tonight, until 
it shall be corisidered a disgrace for the cor-

MANDAMUS PETITION IS FILED. 


Writs of Summons Are Issued Against | 
Twenty-two Members of the State 
Board of Equalization. — 


The petition for mandamus to compel the 
Board of Equalization to assess the corpora- 
tion property which has been scheduled with 
them was filed yesterday at 1:30 o' clock in 
the Circuit Court. Summonses were issued 
to the twenty-two members of the board 
which are returnable on next Monday in Chi- 
cago. They will be served today on the Cook 
County members of the board and the mem- 
bers of the special committee which meets 
here this morning. Miss Haley will go with 
the other ten summonses to Sangamon Coun- 
ty this morning, where the board is to hold a 
meeting. As many as possible will be served 
there, and those that remain will be for- 
warded to the Sheriffs of the different coun- 
ties in which the members of the board live. 

The case is to be heard by Judge Tuley. 
Attorney I. T. Greenacre will represent Miss 
Goggin, who is the petitioner, but it is not 
known whom the Board of Equalization will 
secure. The petition for mandamus is in 
Miss Goggin’s name, as she is a property- 
holder, but it is filed in the interests of the 
taxpayers of Illinois. After rehearsing the 
action of the board so far, the petition makes 
complaint there is evidence that the board 
does not intend to carry out the laws of the 
State, and thus is causing the complainant, 
with other taxpayers, except the corpora- 
tions mentioned in the petition, to suffer an 
unjust burden of taxation. 5 


Grounds for the Petition. 
The petition concludes with the following

Elmira, N. T., Oct. 29.—For the first time 
in New York State, and in the home of the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was assaulted on the streets 
of Elmira tonight on his way to the places of 
meeting.

The great explosion 
"was followed by half a dosen more scarcely 
less intense and by a countless number of 
smaller ones, 

The heads of city departments concerned 
in the many-sided disaster hurried to the 
scene of the fire. Chief Devery of the Police 
department. with Deputy Chief McLaughlin 
and Inspector Brooks and Captain McClus- 
key of the Detective bireau were on hand 
but a few minutes after Fire Chief Croker. 
Commissioner Scannel of the Fire depart- 
ment, Deputy Commissioner Brennan of the 
Charities department, in which the city's 
hospitals are included; and Superintendent 
Dooner of the Buildings department were 
soon on the scene. ; 


_ Priests Work Among the Injured. 
Half an hour after the explosion the streets 
for blocks around the fire were crowded with 
fire apparatus, with a score of ambulances, 
while hundreds of police were being rushed 
from all the lower precincts of the city to 
form lines, and many priests, from near-by 
parishes, were going here and there in the

Close Call for an L Train. 

Just after the outbreak of fire from the 
windows of the building a down-town bound 
train stopped at the Warren street station 
of the Ninth avenue elevated road. It 
passed on in time to escape the explosion, 
and the few persons who were left on the 
platform of the station are thought to have 
all escaped before the great explosion came. 
The stationmaster fled across the structure, 
carrying with him the receipts of the day 
and his unused tickets, while two women, 
who had stopped on the platform to watch 
the fire, frightened by the first explosion, 
fled down the down-town tracks, assisted 
by the station porter, who took them to the 
Barclay street station in safety. 

The big explosion carried away the station, 
and the mass of masonry that fell with it 
broke through the flooring and almost de- 
molished the structure just below the build- 


Hail of Debris on Firemen. 


‘Immense masses of masonry, pieces of 
cornice, great beams, window casings, and 
an indescribable mass of wreckage of every 
description tumbled into the street in front 
of the building all at once. The force of the 
explosion below had thrown the firemen back 
across the street, so that they were not 
caught, but their escape from the rain of 
débris across the street was almost miracu- 


lous. 

In Mecklem Bros.’ offices, in a basement 
across the street, were H. H. Mecklem and 
his brother William, with Frank Hecken- 
berry, a boy, Thomas Hackett, a clerk, an- 
other man of the name of Bruce, and some 
girls, among them Ellen Van Deen and May 
Dunklermann. When the fire started 890,000 
in money lay upon the counter. Hecken- 
berry was stationed at the door while this 
was gathered together for putting in the 
vault. 

The first explosion filled the place with 
sulphurous smoke that nearly asphyxiated 
everybody. The setond explosion blew in 
the windows and cut the two Mecklems seri- 
ously. The boy, Heckenberry, found the two 
girls lying in a heap, fainted away. He car- 
ried them out to a place of safety. The others, 
when they came to their senses, gathered the 
money from the floor, put it in cigar boxes, 
and carried it to Waddell & Co.'s. 

A barber shop in the same building was 
demolished, the barbers and two customers 
that were being shaved being driven to the 
street. The other tenants of the building—a 
number of lawyers and brokers—all escaped 
injury, as did the janitor, James Rubini, who 
lived on the top floor with his wife and two 
children. 


Girls Believed in Upper Floors. . 

How many of the girls «nd other em- 
ployés in the Tarrant Building escaped 
could not be guessed even tonight, although 
a large number of missing persons indicated 
that there were some. It was said that hai? 
of the employés were out getting lunch. A 
rumor went around that a boy had been seen 
at one of the near-by restaurants getting 
lunches for fifteen girls who were waiting in 
the building. — 

A man of the name of Sexton is said to 
have seen two men and a woman at one of 
the top floor windows just before the build- 
ing collapsed. Another witness said he saw 
four girls being carried down the rear fire 
escape by men of truck 10. As no firemen 
are supposed to have been lost these girls 
probably were saved. 

Another witness said he saw a large num- 
ber of girls on a fire escape just before the 
explosion, and that none of them could have

James Ruddy, a few. years ago one of the 
best known tuxtesen — on the Chicago 
tracks, died yesterday afternoon at his 
home near Aurora, III., of typhold" fever, 
aged 55 years, after an *. of several 
weeks. 

Seven or eight years ago the Ruddy 
brothers, Watson and James, owned a small 
but successful stable of race horses, which 
became popular on the local tracks, prin- 
cipally because of its consistent racing. 
Among the horses owned by them were Big 
Three, Freddie L. T., Joe Mancini, C. H. 
Whalen, Warren Point. Nannie Lord, 
Martha Fox, and Mary Kinsella. None of 
these ever att&ined wide fame, but they 
proved good bread winners. 

At Hawthorne in the- fall. of 1802 the 
Ruddys started a filly. named Nannie Lord 
for the first — . and she was well backed— 
something that seldom was the case with 
Ruddy entries. She was almost left at the 


post, and vet won by fifteen lengths. This 


was the most promising thoroughbred ever 
owned by the firm, but she went wrong early 
in her 83-year-old career. 

The Ruddys were natives of County 
Tyrone, Ireland, and came to Chicago about 
1875. With a humble’ beginning, Watson 


as a janitor and James as a laborer, the two 


men built up a great fortune in Chicago. 
They became the owners of a prosperous 
saloon on Wells street, dabbled in politics, 
were for years contractors for city street 
cleaning, and topped off with a successful 
venture on the turf. They moved to Aurora 
about four years „purchasing the ex- 
tensive stock farm of Governor Harris west 


Short- 
ly after their removal there Watson Ruddy 
married the widow of the late Thomas 
Mackin. the Chicago millionaire. A year 
later Watson Ruddy died, and within a year 
his widow was married to James Ruddy.

MAKE A PARTIAL CONFESSION. 


Bill Nye Accused of Buying Bogus Rail- 
way Tickets from Jones and 
Meyers. 


Gilbert E. Meyers, alias P. A. Van sicklen. 
and John H. Jones, alias C. B. Sanford, the 
two men who were arrested on Friday for. 
selling fraudulent railroad passes to ticket 
brokers, made a partial confession to Cap- 
tain Colleran yesterday. Bill Nye, a scalper, 
is said to have bought $500 worth of passes 
alleged to have been issued by the Santa Fé, 
Rock Island, Burlington, and Illinois Central 
railroads. E. Sisson, another scalper, is said 
to have purchased two passes issued by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. 

Captain Colleran said last night he had 
secured all the passes which had been sold 
to Nye. 

Nye is not the only man who we know 
has bought these forged passes,“ said the 
Captain. There are several other scalpers 
who have bought them. We are getting ‘a 
line on them and expect to have the passes 
as evidence in time for the trial in the 
Criminal Court.“ 

Jones and Meyers were taken to the Harri- 
son Street Police Station last night and 
booked on the charge of forgery. Their cases 
will come up before Justice Prindiville at 9

TEATH HINTS OF SUICIDE 


Mystery Surrounds the Case and Two 
Physicians Are Unable to Say Des- 
mitely What the Cause Was ~ Deo- 
mestic Trouble Leads a Wife to At- 


Her Life Is Saved by the Husband— 
Mrs. Adamson Asphyxiated. 


The lifeless body of Mrs. Marian A. Silva 
was found in her millinery establishment at 
3113 Michigan avenue yesterday. Whether 
she died from natural causes or committed 
suicide it has not been decided definitely. 

Considerable mystery surrounds the case. 
Mrs. Silva's fashionable millinery establish- 
ment has been patronized generously by 
women in the neighborhoodin times past, and 
it has been generally considered that she was 
prospering. On the other hand, thestory told 
by one of her employés indicates that she was 
in financial distress, and this fact is taken 
as pointing to suicide. 

The woman had been in poor health, and it 
is held by the police that she died of heart dis- 
ease. Little is known in the neighborhood 
about her history. She seemed to be cheer- 
ful at all times, and never was heard to com- 
plain. These apparently conflicting facts 
give rise to the mystery in the case. 


Had Been Dead Two Days. 

Tt is thought that Mrs. Silva died on Friday, 
although the body was not found till yester- 
day, when a policeman broke into the apart- 
ments. The first intimation that anything 
was wrong was given by Catherine Me- 
Mahon, 810 North Fairfield avenue, who was 
formerly employed by Mrs. Silva. 

According to the story told by Miss Mc- 
Mahon, she had been employed by Mrs. Silva 
up to last Friday, when she was discharged 
because, it is said, the milliner could no 
longer afford to employ help. Miss McMahon 
said Mrs. Silva owed her $50 for services ren- 
dered, and that she returned yesterday and 
found the store closed. She suspected some- 
thing was wrong and notified Park Police- 
man P. K. Durfree, who went to the house 
to investigate. He observed that the key 
was on the inside of the door, and applied 
forcé until the lock broke. 

On the floor and fully dressed, Mrs. Silva 
lay dead. Dr. Daniel H. Williams, 3024

3125 Michigan avenue, were called in. They 
found no evidence of violence or poison, and 
neither was able to say what had caused the 
woman's death. Dr. Eisendrath later, how- 
ever, expressed the belief tit Mrs. Silva 
kilied herself, but did not say on what 
grounds he based the belief. An inquest will 
be held today at Quinlan’s undertaking- 
rooms, 3115 State street. 


Would Burn Herself Alive. 

While despondent over domestic troubles, 
Mrs. Annie Miller, 22 years old, 216 North 
Desplaines street, attempted to end her life 
by saturating her clothes with kerosene and 
then applying a match to the oil-soaked gar- 
ments. 

The woman's dress was immediately ig- 
nited and her form enveloped in flames. 
Her husband, who was in an adjoining room, 
heard her screams for help and ran to her 
assistance. 

He seized a blanket from a bed, wrapped it 
around the flaming wearing apparel, and, by 
rolling her on the floor, extinguished the fire 
in time to save her life. The couple, it is 
said, have been married but a short time 
and indulged in frequent quarrels. 

Miss C. A. Huling, on returning to her 
home at 213 Schiller street yesterday after- 
noon, found her sister, Mrs. A, Adamson, 
lying dead on a bed asphyxiated by gas. 
Miss Huling thinks her sister committed 
suicide, although she is at a loss for the 
motive, 

Jorden Holland, a teamster, went into a 
saloon at 2956 West Erie street yesterday 
afternoon. He drank a glass of beer, and 
then, drawing a revolver, fired one shot into 
his right temple. He died instantly. The 
man was 40 years old, and lived with his 
wife and five. children at 485 West Superior 
street. His friends could give no reason for 
his act.

MOTHER ASKS 4 Coο¹ẽ 
0 RESTORE HER CHILD 
A LONG SEARCH.

The spectacle of a mother trying to secure 
possession of her little daughter, now in the 
hands of another woman, was seen in Judge 
Clifford’s courtroom yesterday. Stella 
Walmsley was trying to secure by means of 
a writ of habeas corpus the child which had 
been taken away from her a week after its 
birth and which she had finally located again 
with the aid of detectives after nearly three 
years of searching. 

The child was born in the Cook County 
Hospital on June 7, 1897. One week after- 
ward the nurse came and took the baby to 
the reception-room to show to two visitors. 
The mother says that in the evening the 
nurse, Mrs. Nellie Bussell, came back again 
and after telling her to kiss her aby, took it 
away, and she never saw it again until after 
it was found last May by detectives at the 
home of B. B. Cover, 047 West Adams street. 
The baby’s mother lives with her brother, 
John Walmsley, 502 East Forty-third street, 
and wishes to keep the child with her. 

Mrs. Cover's daughter, it is declared, died 
about the time the Walmsley child was born. 
Her husband and her nurse went to the Cook 
County Hospital to see if they could get a 
baby for adoption. The Walmsley child was 
taken and given to Mrs. Cover, and it is 
said that she never knew the little girl was 
not her own until its real mother came after 
it last May. At that time the little girl was 
taken away, but the Covers secured posses- 
sion of her again and intend to keep her 
until the court decides to which of the two 
families the girl will go. When the child 
was taken from the courtroom by Mrs. Cover 
she allowed it to kiss its mother. 

Miss Walmsley is a member of the First 
Baptist Church and four of the deacons 
of that congregation were in the courtroom 
to testify to her fitness for training the child. 
The Cover family has a small boy besides the 
adopted girl and they have always been 
ee by the neighbors as model chil- 

ren. 

Mrs. Cover has a paper which, it is claimed, 
was signed by Miss Walmsley when the child 
was taken away. This paper gives up all 
right to the little girl. Miss Walmsiey claims 
that the nurse showed her such a paper, but 
that she was too sick at the time to remem-

The Rev. Dr. W. M. Lawrence ot the Second 
Baptist Church and the Rev. J. H. Hopkins 
ot the Church of the Epiphany presented 
their ideas on the best form of service and 
methods of preaching to attract and hold 
those unrelated to the church. 

“ The vacant pew isthe result of the vacant 
sermon on the part of the pastor,’ said Dr. 
Lawrence. “If the pastor has not thought 
closely, concisely, and comprehensively in 
preparation for his sermon he has cheated 
his hearers and they will not come again.” 


Sketches Growth of Idea. 


At the evening session B. B. Sandford 
sketched the growth of the institutional 
church idea in New York, Boston, and Phila- 
delphia, and the Rev. C. 8. Mills told of the 
development of the Pilgrim Congregational 
Church in Cleveland, O., along the lines of 
„open church work. Professor Graham 
Taylor made application of ideas gained in 


the settlement movement to the work of 


the local church. He said: The family 
is the greatest of the ignored factors of the 
life of our Christian civilization, and I would 
like to emphasize the importance of its use as 
an adjunct to evangelistic work.“ 

At the close of his remarks Professor 
Taylor introduced a resolution calling for 
the appointment of a committee to draft a 
form of association for the federation of the 
churches in the interest of interdenomina- 
tional comity and cobperation. The commit- 
tee will make its report at the afternoon 
session of the conference today. 


STEEL MILLS RESUME WORK. 


Departments at South Chicago, Closed 
Two Weeks Ago, Start Up with 
| Full Forces. 


The rail and steel mills of the Illinois Steel 

company at South Chicago resumed opera- 
tions at 6 o’clock yesterday morning, and 
2,000 men, who had been in idleness for two 
weeks, returned to work. The pay roll of 
the men comers in these mills is from 
000 to $6,000 a day. 
“ With the reopening of the steel and rail 
milis.”” said Charles H. McCullough, the su- 
perintendent, every branch of the oom- 
pany’s works is in operation. The two weeks 
shutdown was caused by the necessity of 
making repairs and estimates for the work 
which we have on hand..“ 

„It's the best news we have had for some 
time.” sald the wife of a man who is em- 
ployed in the mills. “‘ My husband went to 
work this morning.. When he came home, 
two weeks ago, and said the mills were 
shut down, none of us knew just how long 
he would have to be idle. When the whistle 
blew this morning it was the pleasantest 
sound I have heard in some time.“ 

The reopening of the two mills is a boon 
to the business interests in South Chicago,“ 
said S. Lederer, the owner of the department 
store at Ninety-first street and Commercial 
avenue. When men are out of work the 
department store is the first to feel depres- 
sion, and I am glad the mills have started 
again, for it means that from $5,000 to $6,000 
a day will circulate among the merchants in 
this section of the eity.“

GASSINT TALES OF CHINA 


RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR SAYS THE 
CZAR WORKS FOR PEACE. 


United States’ Poltcy and That of the 

St. Petersburg Government Regard- 

_ ing the Eastern Situation Declared 

Identieal- Empire Must Be Given a 

Ruler, According to Nicholas—In- 

terests in Manchuria Must Be Guard- 
ed—Envoys’ Powers Questioned. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—The Russian 
Ambassador, Count Cassini, has returned to 
Washington after an absence of several 
months in Europe, dyring which time he 
conferred with Count Lamsdorf, Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, concerning Chi- 
nese and other international questions. He 
also talked with M. Delcasse, the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. : 
When seen at the embassy/today Count 
Cassini said that his visit to St. Petersburg 
was made more than two months ago, so he 
was not in touch with the latest phases of the 
Chinese situation. 

Count Cassini said he observed at St. Pe- 
tersburg that the government was animated 
by a most reasonable, ¢onciliatory, and mod- 
erate disposition concerning China. There 
was a desire to avold making the crisis the 
occasion for large projects: In particular 
he noted both at St. Petersburg and through- 
out Europe that there was a general feeling 
as to the identity of policy between the 
United States and Russia, their position be- 
ing alike on many points. | 


Friendly to the United States. 


The death of Count Mouravieff, late Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. had removed an 
official who had been a steadfast admirer and 
friend of the United States. And yet, Count 
Cassini said, Count Lamsdorf, the new Min- 


friendship and admiration for this country. 
Referring to Russia's action in the Chinese 
trouble, Count Cassini said that it had been 
considered essential at the outset that a rul- 
ing head be given to China. The empire was 
in a deplorable condition as a result of the 
uprising and the Manchu dynasty seemed 
weak and incapable. With the departure of 
the Emperor and the Empress Dowager from 
Pekin the empire practically was left dri(t- 
ing, and it was not to be expected that the 
400,000,000 people of China could carry on 
such a vast institution without a head. Rus- 
sia, therefore, considered it essential at the 
outset to bring back the Emperor and to re- 
establish a government capable of settling 
affairs. - 
To this end it had been proposed that the 
troops be withdrawn from Pekin, as there 
was little doubt that such withdrawal would 
be followed by the return of the imperial 
household and a more speedy conclusion of 
binding negotiations. 


Emperor Must Approve Terms. 

The Ambassador pointed out that any Chi- 
nese negotiations will have to receive the 
ratification of the Emperor of China. Dur- 
ing the Ambassador's service as Russian Min- 
ister at Pekin he became well acquainted 
with Li Hung Chang and Prince Ching, and 
he speaks in high terms of their ability and 
statesmanship. 

Count Cassini's attention was called to the 
fact that the credentials of the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries gave them extraordinary power 
and ratified in advance what they may do. 
But the Ambassadpr smilingly shook his 
head, saying that under the Chinese system 
it would be essential in the end to secure 
imperial concurrence, 

When asked as to Russia’s purposes in 
Manchuria, the Ambassador said he was not 
informed on the latest phases of this branch 
of the subject and could not speak definitely. 
But he remarked that Russia's great rail- 
road interests leading down to Port Arthur 
would have to be protected. There was not 
the slightest doubt of this. It was in pro- 
tecting these interests, he said, that Russia 
had been attacked by the Chinese, and it was 
only natural and necessary that Russia 
should resist these attacks. 


Reason for Move in Manchuria. 


The Ambassador also said that it was quite 
natural that Russia should feel a deep in- 
terest in Manchuria, as it bordered on Rus- 
sia, much as Canada bordered on the United 
States, so that anything affecting Man- 
churia came home to Russia far more than 
it did to countries far removed from that 
part of the world. He recalled that France, 
Russia, and the other powers interested in 
China had made analogous declarations 
against the dismemberment of China. 

Count Cassini asked to be excused from 
discussing the British-German alliance, as 
he has not yet been advised of the purposes 
of the Russian government. | 

The Ambassador returns to Washington 
with the expectatidn of remaining at this 
post for the present, and certainly through 
the coming winter, although in the natural 
“course of events he may go to Paris or some 
other leading capital after his service here. 
He expresses the wish to remain in Wash- 
‘ington, saying he has found his associations 
with the American government and the 
American people most agreeable, and he 
adds that it is his opinion, as well as that 
of the Russian government, that the mission 
to Washington is now one of the most im- 
portant in the entire foreign service.

SERIOUS CONFLICT AT BADALONA 
IN SPAIN. 


Revolutionists Had Planned to Capture 
Town Treasury When They Were 
Opposed by Gendarmes—On Body of 
Chief Receipt for City Funds Was 
Found, Stating They Would Be Held 
Until King Carlos Occupied the 
Throne. : 


MADRID, Oct. 29.—A conflict between 
twenty-four armed Carlists and a detach- 
ment of gendarmes took place yesterday near 
Badalona. The chief of the Carlists was 
killed and another man was wounded. Three 
rifles were captured. The band retreated in 
the direction of Moncada, pursued by cav- 
alry and infantry. 

The Carlist General Solivar has deen ar- 
rested at Barcelona and a number of other 
| arrests have been made in connection with 
the uprising at Badalona. 

It appears the Badalona band of Carlists, 
who wore red caps, summoned the gendarmes 
of Badalona to surrender, but the latter at- 
tacked and dispersed them. 

The aim of the Carlists was to seize the 
municipal treasury, as on the body of their 
chief ‘was found a receipt thus worded: 

“Received from the Mayor of Badalona 
— pesetas, which will be refunded when his 
Majesty King Carlos occupies the throne of 
his ancestors.” 

A band of twenty Carlists appeared near 
Icualada. They were pursued by gendarmes, 
but, although two were wounded, all got 
away.

M. Armani, the counsel of the Chinese em- 
bassy, said tonight that the Emperor would 
undoubtedly acqui in the Minister's de- 
mand. Yu Keng is preparing to leave Paris 
for Pekin on the first steamer.

Washington. D. C., Oct. 29.—{Special.}— 
Major L. W. T. Waller, in —— of * 
United States marine force at Tien Tsin, 
has made a report of the operations of the 
men under his command. He pays a high 
tribute to his men and strongly recommends 
a large number of promotions. He says: 
Our men have marched ninety-seven 
miles in the five days, fighting all the way. 
They have lived on about one meal a day

Report on Captured Treasure. 

On the subject of looting there are some 
reports from a board detailed to examine 
treasure captured or taken by the marines 
and held in their custody. This property was 
afterward shipped to this country for safe- 
keeping in the Treasury. The board report- 


In compliance with the order appointing 
the undersigned members of a board to 
count the bullion and to estimate the value 
of the treasure in charge of the First Regi- 
ment of Marines, we have the honor to re- 
port that we found the bullion badly dam- 
aged and depreciated in value by fire, fully 
70 per cent in ‘sycee’ shoes of short and vary- 
ing weight and the remainder fused with 
brick, mortar, and other extraneous and 
deleterious matter, requiring ultimate re- 
fining and casting. The condition of the 
same is such that the weight of the bullion 
forms no accurate guide in determining its 
commercial value. We have counted 17,176 
shoes of ‘sycee’ of varying condition and 
weight, a greater part of which is in bad 
condition and will require refining. 


Loot Amounts to $376,000. 

„We ſ estimate the value of this to be $334,- 
220, United States money. The remaining 
slag and refuse sweeping we have weighed 
and they approximate to 2,889 shoes of 
‘sycee,” which, allowing for cost of refin- 
ing and probable inaccuracies, we estimate 
the value to be $42,000, United States money. 
The total value of the treasure we estimate. 
to be about $376,000, United States currency. 

“The board ascertained in the premises 
that the vaults of the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bank could not accommodate the treas- 
ure. Subsequently the treasure was re- 
moved from its location at the time of this 
count to the premises of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank under the supervision of the 
officers of the First Regiment of Marines, 
and there placed under guard. We ascer- 
tained that the bank would not give receipts 
for the treasure while there stowed owing 
to its condition and its packing. This fact 
was duly reported to the then commanding 
officer of the First Regiment.

DEATH OF PRINGE VICTOR. 


GRANDSON OF QUEEN VICTORIA 
DIES IN AFRICA. 


Victim of Enteric Fever at Pretoria 
«Son of Princess Helena and Freder- 
iek-Christian of Schileswig-Holstein 
-Was Only 33 Years of Age and One 
of the Popular Favorites in England 
Mar Be Buried at Windsor—News 
Held Back for Some Time.

LONDON, Oct, 30, 3 a. m.—Prince Christian 
Victor, a Major in the King’s Royal Rifles, 
grandson ef Queen Victoria, and who was 
ene of the most popular members of the 
British royal family, is dead at Pretoria of 
enteric fever, contracted during the Boer- 
British campaign. The news, although it 
plunged the royal family into grief, was 
not announced until the welcome of the vol- 
unters was well in progress, in order that 
its announcement might not mar the general 
rejoicing over the home-coming of London's 
civil soldiery. 


Was Son of Princess Helena. 

Major Prince Christian Victor of Schleswig- 
Holstein was a son of Queen Victoria’s third 
daughter, Princess Helena Augusta Vic- 
toria, who in 1866 married Prince Frederick 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein. He was 
born in 1867, and at 21 years of age joined 
the King’s Royal Rifle corps as Second Lieu- 


tenant. | 
Was Popular Favorite. 

In his death the English royal family loses 
one of its most democratic and mest popular 
members. From his college days he won his 
way into the hearts of the people by his own 
sterling qualities. He was a crack football 
player and cricketer and a fine soldier. En- 
tering the army in 1888, he worked his way 
up from brevet rank to that of Major through 
his valuable services in the Miranszi, Isazai, 
Ashanti, and Soudan campaigns. 

One of his characteristics was unflagging 
willingness to work. One of the correspond- 
ents in the south African war tells how he 
watched the Prince a couple of hours one day

LONDON, Oct. 30, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Gisborne, Victoria, Oct. 29, 
says: Lord Ranfurley during his cruise 
on board her Majesty's ship Mildura hoisted 
the British flag over the Islands of Mangaia 
and Aitutaki. Difficulties were anticipated, 
but the negotiations were entirely success- 
ful and the inhabitants there as at other 
islands unanimously requested annexation. 

The islands are fertile and offer a pros- 
pect of increased trade. 

Lord Ranfurley also visited the Penrhyn 
or Manahiki Islands, where the French have 
a larger part of the trade. The pearl shell 
industry is being ruined and judicious man- 
agement is essential to the preservation of 
order and to save the people from starva- 
tion.

„ First—It. is a matter of joint permanent 
international interest that the ports on the 
rivers and littoral of China should remain 
free and open to trade and to every other 
legitimate form of economic activity for the 
peoples of all countries, without distinction; 
and the two governments agree on their part 
to uphold the same for all Chinese territory 
as far as they can exercise influence. 


„ Second—Both governments agree that 


they will not, on their part, make use. ot the 
present complication to obtain for them- 
selves any territorial advantage in Chinese 
dominion, and will direct their policy toward 
maintaining undiminished the territorial 
condition of the Chinese Empire.” N 

As is well known, this government hds con- 
tended from the first for these two proposals, 
and the agreement between the two Euro- 
pean nations is simply a reiteration of the 
propositions laid down by President MeKin- 
ley, who. has really made all the diplomatic 
advancement toward settling the Chinese 
question. 

Third Article Not Upheld. 

The third article of the agreement declares 

that— 


In case of another power making use ot 


the complications in China in order to obtain 
under any form whatever such territorial 
advantages, the two contracting parties re- 
serve to themselves the right to come to a 
preliminary understanding regarding the 
eventual step to be taken for the protection 
of their own interests in China.” : 

This is a matter which concerns the parties 
to the agreement, and it was decided that it 
calls for no further expression from the 
United States, which has already notified 
Europe that it will protest against the dis- 
memberment ot China. 

In its reply the United States does not enter

OPENING OF THE HORSE SHOW. 

In spite of humorous efforts to bring 
gowns and bonnets to the cepter of the 
stage, the horse is still the chief attraction 
at the horse show. Society crowds the 
arena boxes in its smartest finery because 
society is fond of beautiful horses. The so- 
cial show is merely an incident; the horse 
show is the event. 

In spite also of the coming of the bicycle 
and the automobile, there is no indication 
that the noblest and most useful of four- 
footed creatures has fallen in the affections 
of mankind. Modern men and women feel 
the same thrill when they watch a proud 
horse arching its neck and spurning the 
ground with its feet that inspired the 
Prophet Job when he wrote of the war 
horse of ancient Israel which “ saith among 
the trumpets ha, ha,” which “ smelleth the 
battle afar off, the number of the captains, 
and the shouting.” Many a man has loved. 
a good horse, but the eccentric is yet to be 
discovered who feels anything like affection 
for a collection of wheels and levers and a 
couple of quarts of gasoline. 

Incidentally, and with no desire to bring 
a political issue into the discussion, it may 
be said that another proof of the horse's 
continued and increasing popularity is found 
in the fact that horses cost almost 50 per 
cent more today than they did four years 
ago. At the same time the demand for 
horses of all kinds is larger than at any 
previous time. 

As for the Chicago horse show, there is 
every reason why it should rank as the 
most important exhibition of its kind in the 
country. New York may still hold the rec- 
ord on bank defalcations, but Chicago is by 
all odds the greatest horse market not only 
in this country but in all the world. More 
horses are sold in the regular horse market 
at the Stock-Yards than at any two similar 
institutions elsewhere. It is also worthy 
of note that the largest and fastest private 
stable of driving horses in the country is 
owned here, to say nothing of the fact that 
many of the fastest trotters and pacers on 
the turf register from Chicago on the race 
programs. 

There is no reason to doubt that the horse 
show which opened so auspiciously last 
night will take its rightful rank as the great- 
est of its kind. In the number and quality 
of its entries, in the brilliancy of its sur- 
roundings, in the size of its audiences it will, 
it is believed, set a new mark for other 
cities to aim at.. 0 


THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION. 

In accordance with the custom inaugurat- 
ed by Abraham Lincoln, President McKin- 
ley has issued his proclamation designat- 
ing Thursday, the 29th of November; as 
the day for national thanksgiving, to be 
observed by all the people of the United 
States at home or abroad as a day of thanks- 
giving and praise to him who holds the 
nations in the hollow of his hand.” 

The reasons for the giving of thanks, 
assigned by the. President, are ample. The 
country has had abundant harvests. Labor 
and industry have prospered and commerce 
has been spread abroad. “ Our power and 
influence in the cause of freedom and en- 
lightenment have extended over distant 
seas and lands.” In all these manifesta- 
tions of good fortune, which have worked 
for the prosperity of the country and the 
extension of the national power and in- 
fluence, President McKinley recognizes the 
occasion for national gratitude and supplica- 
tions for “the continuance of his divine 
favor, for concord and amity with other 
nations, and for righteousness and peace in 
all our ways.” 

The President is right again. There is 
ample occasion for thanksgiving. Every de- 
yout citizen will recognize fervently the 
manifestations of divine favor and every 
patriotic citizen, devout or not devout, will 
eat -his turkey and plum pudding with a 
heartier zest because of the extension of 
his country's influence. The gathering of 
the family about the home board will be 
typical of the fact that the United States 
can take its place at the family table of, 
the nations and have its voice heard at last 
in all that makes for the progress and pros- 
perity of the world. 

Not the least of the reasons of thanks- 
giving on Thursday, the 20th of November, 
will be the fact that on Tuesday, the 6th 
of November, William McKinley was re- 
elected President of the United States, 
and that for another four years he will 
preserve “concord and amity with other 
‘nations and administer the affairs of this 
nation “ for righteousness and peace in all 
our ways.” 


“LITTLE MOTHER” AT JOLIET. 

There are few things more touching than 
the occasional visits of Mrs. Ballington 
Booth, the Little Mother” of the con- 
viets of the country, to the State peniten- 
tiary at Joliet. Each visit demonstrates 
the fact that Mrs. Booth has reached the 
hearts and won the affections of a class 
of men who are usually looked upon as 
hardened in crime and almost beyond the 
reach of any reformatory influence. Mod- 
ern philanthropy acts on the general prin- 
ciple that if the children are properly looked 
after the men will take care of themselves. 
In consequence comparatively little had 
been done in an organized way to assist 
adult criminals until Mrs. Booth took hold 
of the work. 

One reason why Mrs. Booth has been 
so successful is the fact that she is so 
tremendously in earnest. Another element 
of her strength lies in the conviction on 
the part of the men that she is serving no 
selfish interest, but is sacrificing herself 
that they may be helped. In gaining the 
complete confidence of the convicts she has 
accomplished perhaps the hardest part of 
her work. But she has shown also her 
ability to attack the practical problems 
which lje thick about the feet of a dis- 
charged convict when he leaves the door 
of the prison. Through her efforts Hope 
Hall, a temporary refuge for convicts who 
have completed their terms of imprison- 
ment, has been esfablished and is support- 
ed in Chicago, as well as a similar institu- 
tion in New York. ;

TRE NEW YORE CATASTROPHE. 

A series of terrific explosions yesterday | 
noon in the wholesale drug establishment. 
of Tarrant & Co., at Greenwich and War- 
ren streets, New York, caused the death 
of twenty aud the wounding of a hundred 


dollars by the fire which ensued. The ac- 
cident was one of the worst of its kind, 
far exceeding the disastrous Dearborn street 
explosion in Chicago last summer. What- 


ever the chemicale were that caused the 


explosions, they were of the most violent 
and dangerous kind. The catastrophe not 
only blew the roof off the building and 
reduced the whole structure to a heap of 
débris, killing or mangling those within 
it, but it also shattered surrounding build- 
ings and injured persons in the street and 
in an adjoining restaurant. 

It should not be necessary to point out 
the folly and wickedness of maintaining in 
the heart of a great city any establishment 
in which such an accident is liable to oc- 
cur. Inflammable and explosive chemicals 
should have no place in city blocks that 
are crowded with people, or along streets 
thronged as are Chambers, Greenwich, and 
Warren streets in New York. The force 
of yesterday's explosions shows that the 
drug company was maintaining an estab- 
lishment practically as dangerous’ as a 
powder mill, Business of this character 
should be carried on outside of the crowded 
district. If the danger to the employés 
cannot be wholly averted, there is at least 
no necessity to imperil the lives of hun- 
dreds of others in neighboring buildings.

are open 365 days in the year and many 
of them twenty-four hours a day. 


It is certain, however, that the public 
takes advantage to the utmost of every 
form of educational amusement to which 
it has access on Sunday. The Crerar Li- 
brary contains in the main scientific works 
many of which are invaluable to students. 
Persons employed during the day and liv- 
ing in distant parts of the city cannot take 
advantage of the short evening hours 
through which the institution is open. The 
Newberry Library also has its special field 
and concerning that institution the same 
statement holds true. The library employés 
who might be compelled to work on Sun- 
day could be given easily another day 
in the -week in which to rest. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Crerar Library is open every 
legal holiday in the year, an arrangement 
being made by which those then working 
are recompensed by an extra day of liber- 
ty atanothertime. Few, if any, Chicagoans 
will object to the opening of the reading- 
rooms of the two libraries named on the first 
day of the week. 


DEATH OF MAX-MULLER. 

In the death of Frederick Max-Miiller, 
professor of comparative philology at Ox- 
ford University, there has passed away a 
good man and a great scholar. His con- 


ental literature and religions have been 
more important and voluminous than those 
of any of his contemporaries. These con- 
tributions began in his 2ist year with the 
translation of a collection of Sanskrit fables 
and from that time to the present scarcely 
a year of his industrious life has passed 


in which he has not added to the general |. 


stock of human knowledge by critical and 
explanatory essays and translations from 
the fascinating literature of Asia. His 
most important works have been his edi- 
tions of the Rig Veda,” The Sacred 
Hymns of the Brahmans,” The Sacred 
Books of the East,“ the translation of the 
“Upanishadr,” “The Origin and Growth 
of Religion.“ The German Classics from 
the Fourth to the Nineteenth Century,” 
“Comparative Mythology,” “ History of 
Ancient Sanskrit Literature,” and “ Chips 
from a German Workshop.” These,however, 
are but a small part of the products of his 
busy life. There have been almost innumer- 
able sketches, lectures, and contributions to 
periodicals and literary journals all over 
Europe. He lived to see his industry re- 
warded by conspicuous library and college 
appointments, as well as by honorary de- 
grees from the leading universities and dec- 
orations from yarious governments. 
Max-Miiller, like his friend Mendeissohn, 
was variously gifted. He was the son of 
Wilhelm Miiller, the poet, and his early 
life was spent in an atmosphere of music 


directions. Had he devoted himself to 
music there is every reason to believe he 
would have made a name for himself, and 


posers and players who were regular guests 
in his father’s house. Had he given him- 
self to poetry doubtless he would have 
succeeded in that also, for he had a pas- 
sionate love of the beautiful, a vivid fancy, 
and a vein of healthy sentiment in his 
composition which one would hardly ex- 
pect in the great professor of comparative 
philology, though his poetical judgment 
and taste served him a most useful purpose 
in his translations from Eastern poetry. 
It is somewhat curious that he wrote but one 
work of sentiment in his life, Die Deutsche 
Liebe,” better known to American read- 
ers as “ Memories,” which he produced 
when a lad, and so long ago that when 
recently it was called to his attention he 
frankly admitted he had forgotten it. And 
yet few such works of pure, healthy senti- 


could be found in his recent volume of 
reminiscences printed with the title “ Auld 
Lang Syne,” He was associated during 
his long life with all the prominent men 


of his time in the various professions and

CONGRESSMEN. 

Michigan resembles Wisconsin in having 
a solid Republican delegation in Congress, 
and it has iikewise followed the wise policy 
of renominating all but one for re@lection. 
Of the twelve Michigan Congressmen there 
are three whose service at Washington dates 
from 1896. In the Fifth or Grand Rapids 
District William Alden Smith, now nomi- 
nated for his fourth term, began life as 
a newsboy, worked himself up by his own 
efforts and ability to a place as attorney 
of a large railway, and was finally ele- 


and

vated to a place in Congress. His last 


plurality was 6,000 and he will undoubtedly 
be retlected. In the Manistee district 
Colonel Roswell P. Bishop of «Ludington 
is another good man who will go back 
to Congress for the fourth time. Colonel 
Bishop is a civil war veteran with an empty 
sleeve to attest. his bravery. He was first 
a schoolteacher and then a lawyer, serving 
in many positions, including the Legisla- 
ture. The third man in the trio of fourth- 
term nominees is Rousseau O. Crump of the 
Tenth, which takes in the northeastern 
counties of the lower peninsula, who has 
gained business success as a shipbuilder, 
a lumber dealer, and the proprietor of a 
large box factory. He has been Mayor 
of West Bay City and has served accept- 
ably in Congress for the last six years. His 
last plurality was 5,000. 

Four of the present nominees have served 
in Congress since 1896. John B. Corliss 
of Detroit has ably represented the First 
District in two Congresses after having 
given satisfaction in many city offices. As 
usual in city districts, the First is closer 
than the average, but the Detroit voters 
gave Mr. Corliss a plurality of over 1;200 
the last time, and there is no reason to 
expect a smaller one this year. In the 
Fourth or St. Joe District Edward L. 
Hamilton, a lawyer of recognized ability, 
has served twice with steadily increasing 
popularity, and this year he was renominat- 
ed by acclamation. He is expected to win 
by 5,000 plurality. Samuel W. Smith of 
Pontiac will undoubtedly represent the 
Sixth District again. He has a record of 


nearly a quarter of a century as a promi- |: 


nent lawyer and has served in the State 
Senate as well as in the Fifty-fifth and 
Fifty-sixth Congresses, Carlos D. Sheldon 
of the Twelfth or Upper Peninsula District 
served through the civil war as Captain 
of the Twenty-third Michigan Infantry, and 
has been in both branches of the Legis- 
lature. He is a strong man and his dis- 
trict is heavily Republican, so he will be re- 
turned to Congress. ae 

Of the four men now renominated for 
a second term, perhaps the one who will 
have the closest contest is Henry C. Smith 
of the Second District, an Adrian lawyer, 
who was nominated two years ago as a 
compromise candidate and won by 1,900 
plurality. He has made a good Congress- 
man and deserves to be re®lected. Wash- 
ington Gardner of the Third or Kalamazoo 
District started life as a lawyer, but soon 
afterward became a Methodist minister and 


was a professor in Albion College when he 


was made Secretary of State 1894. He was 


elected to Congress in 1898 against the com- | 


bined forces of all the other parties in the 
field. Edgar Weeks of Mount Clemens 
will undoubtedly represent the Seventh Dis- 
trict again. He has a distinguished rec- 
ord as a civil war veteran, an editor, and a 
lawyer. When elected to Congress two 
years ago he went to Porto Rico and 
studied the conditions there, thus fitting 
himself to take a prominent part as a sup- 
porter of the President in the debate on 
the Porto Rican bill. In the Eighth Dis- 
trict Joseph W. Fordney of Saginaw, a 
prosperous lumber dealer, is opposed by a 
millionaire rival. His former plurality was 
1,700. | 

The one new Republican nominee in 
Michigan is Archibald E. Darragh of the 
Eleventh District in the northwestern part 
of the lower peninsula. He is a civil war 
veteran, has served in the Legislature, has 
been chairman of the Republican County 
committee in his county for a dozen years, 
and is practically sure of election. Michi- 
gan can do no better than to send every one 
of these twelve Republican nominees to 
serve its interests in the Fifty-seventh Con-

RULINGS OF APPELLATE COURT. 


Affirms Judgment Awarding Timothy 


Cronin $20,000 Damages for Inju- 
ties Received as City Laborer. 


The Appellate Court, speaking through 
Judge Adams, has affirmed the judgment of 
the Superior Court awarding $20,000 damages 
to Timothy Cronin, who was injured in 1894 
while assisting in laying water pipes along 
Twenty-third street. The evidence showed 
that Cronin, whose duty it»was to caulk the 
pipes, was in a trench when the workmen 
above let a twelve-foot length of pipe fall 
upon him. His back was crushed, and he 
now is a helpless cripple. 

A similar ruling in affirmation of a judg- 
ment against the city was also made by 
the Appellate Court in the case of John A. 
Spoor, who last spring was awarded a judg- 
ment of $10,750 damages for injuries to his 
property at Halsted and Forty-first street 
through the erection of the Halsted street 
viaduct. At the hearing of the case in the 
Circuit Court the witnesses called by the 
city declared that the erection of the viaduct 
had been a benefit and not an injury to the 
property. 

Fourteen opinions were entered by Judges 
Adams, Windes, and Sears of the Appellate 
Court. Nine of the rulings of the Judges 
affirm the findings of the lower courts in the 
several cases.

BARNETT WILL IS PROBATED. 


Gives Amount of Life Insurance Poli- 
cies to Mrs. Kathryn Foster, and 
Relatives Object. 


The will of Albert L. Barnett, formerly 
treasurer of the Chicago ‘Railway Equip- 
ment company, who committed suicide Sept. 
14, was probated yesterday. All the estate 
of Barnett, including personal property to 
the amount of $500, and the benefits of his 
three life insurance policies—two for $10,000 
each in the New York Life and one for $7,000 
in the Massachusetts Mutual—is bequeathed 
to Mrs. Kathryn Foster of this city, who is 
the sole beneficiary. 

The insurance companies have stated their 
intention of paying the amount of the policies 
into court pending the result of a suit filed 
by the mother and sister of Barnett, who 
are residents of Columbiana, Ala., who con- 
test the provisions of the will, and accuse 
Mrs. Foster of using fraud and undue in- 
fluence’ in the drawing of the document. 
Their protests were not considered’ sufficient 
to stop the probating of the will. 

Barnett was at one time wealthy, and had 
an interest in several saloons in this.city. 


It is claimed that he had become infatuated 


with Mrs. Foster, who is the wife of John 
W. Foster, from whom she has been sepa- 
rated for several years. After business re- 
verses came Barnett insured his life for 
$20,000 in the New York Life Company and 


‘assigned the policies to her. Ill-health and 


despondency are stated to have caused his 
suicide, which had evidently been contem- 
plated when the policies were taken out. 

Both the policies issued by the New York 
company bear clauses stating that they shall 
be incontestible for any cause after one year 
from the date of issue.

KNBW LINCOLN AS A BOY. 


JOHN T. BARNETT RECALLS MANY 
EVENTS OF HIS YOUTH. 


Friend of the Martyred President Tells 
of His First Vote, of Fishing Expedi- 
tion, and His Early Methods of Cam- 
paign Work—Aged Citizen of Knox 
County Gives Many Details of the 
Famous Republican’s Life Before 
He Came Before People of Nation. 


Galesburg, III., Oct. 29.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence.I— There was held near here re- 
cently a celebration in honor of the ninety- 
first anniversary of the birth of John T. 
Barnett, or Squire Barnett, as he is general- 
ly known. It took place at the log home west 
of this city, and many descendants from 
Knox and Warren Counties were present. 
A peculiar interest attaches to the life of 
Mr. Barnett, for he was one of the young 
men friends of Abraham Lincoln, who was 
a few months his senior. The Barnetts came 
to Sangamon in 1829, and for six years Bar- 
nett resided in that county. He has lived in 
Knox County since 1845, having spent ten 
years in Hancock County. 
The ’squire says that Lincoln and he were 
often together, and that, although, he 
thought much of Lincoln, he never voted for 
him but once, and that was when he ran 
for the Legislature against Peter Cart- 
wright. He recallsmany pleasant incidents. 
When he first became acquainted with Lin- 
coln the latter was engaged with William 
‘Berry, son of John Berry, in running a 
grocery. 
Always an Industrious Reader. 

Mr. Barnett says of Lincoln at that time 
“He was the greatest reader I ever saw. 
He was always reading. If he did not have 
the money to buy books he borrowed them. 
In the store I often saw him lying on the 
counter at full length and listening to a 
discussion that he stirred up among the 
patrons, for he was fond of provoking a de- 
bate and listening to what the contestants 

to say. 
Barnett and Mr. Lincoln were 
members of a fishing party one night, and 
Lincoln was holding the light while Barnett 
was manipulating the spear. Lincoln, in 
order to see Barnett's execution, held the 
torch above his head, so that the light would 
not be between his eyes and the water. This 
prevented Barnett seeing well, and he 
houted: 
were Abe, bring down that — —. 4 hold- 

it clear out of Sangamon County. 
This was a joke on Lincoln’s height. That 
Lincoln remembered it was shown in 1858, 
when he debated with Stephen A. Douglas. 
He noticed Mr. Barnett In the crowd, and in- 
quiring, Is not that John Barnett?” and 
being answered, “ It is,” sald, *‘ I must speak 
to him. He then introduced Mr. Barnett to 
his companion as the man“ who said I was 
holding a torch clear out of Sangamon Coun- 
ty while I was holding it for him as he was 
epearing a fish.“ 

First Vote Cast by Lincoln. 
Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Barnett went to 
Springfield together in 1882 and cast their 
first votes, Lincoln for Henry Clay, and his 
companion for Andrew Jackson, and they 
joked each other about having killed a vote 
apiece. They voted in the old brick court- 
house, whose site is now occupied by the 
Capitol. 
Barnett tells that the second time Lincoln 
ran for the Legislature, he, Lincoln, and the 
other candidates, including W. F. Elkin, 
John Dawson, William Carpenter, and E. D. 
Taylor, happened by a field where Barnett 
and other men were engaged in tutting rye 
with sickels of a long, hook-like shape. It 
was suggested to Lincoln that the workmen 
did not have time to stop labor, but if the 
candidates would dismount and assist they 
could talk as the reaping went on and the 
others would listen. The politicians assented. 
The grain was heavy. Lincoln moved along 
easily, being skillful in the use of the sick l. 
He went across the sixty rods and left a 
smooth, even path. Barnett kept the sick >! 
that Abe reaped with for many years 
and prized it highly, but some years ago it 
was broken. 
The ‘Squire also recalls an anecdote of Mr. 
Lincoln's honesty. Ine night a woman came 
into the store when Lincoln was clerking 
there and called for and paid for a pound of 
tea. It was dark in the store and Lincoln 
gave her only half a pound. As soon as he 
lighted a candle he saw his error. He in- 
stantly did up another half pound and went 
to her home, a long distance away, to deliver 


it. 

Horse Race Stopped by Hogs. 
Barnett and Lincoln ran a horse race once, 
but it came to an unseemly end, for a num- 
ber of hogs ran out from the roadside, strik- 
ing Barnett's mare and causing her to turn 
asomersault. 
In passing on Mr. Lincoln's standing at the 
time Mr. Barnett says: He was most kind- 
hearted and friendly. Nobody ever said a 
word against him. He said things in an 
original way and not in the way they are said 
in a book.

The last time that Lincoln and Barnett 
met was in 1834 when Lincoln was going 
horseback to Athens and the ‘Squire was 
going to Balem. They talked over the pro- 
posed division of the county. 

At the time of the Lincoln-Douglas debate, 
Squire Barnett was Marshal of the Douglas 
parade. He has always been a Democrat 
and his children are, but he speaks in the 
highest terms of Abraham Lincoln, of whom 
he formed so high an estimate when they 
were young men together in New Salem.

SAY ROBBERY STORY IS FALSE. 


Police Arrest Saloonkeeper Ruby, Who 
Claimed Burglars Bound, Gagged, 
and Tortured Him. 


A. G. Ruby, the saloonkeeper who was 
found bound and gagged in the rear of his 
place of business at 8545 Mackinaw avenue 
Saturday morning, and who said he had been 
tortured by burglars until compelled to tell 
where he kept his money, was arrested by. 
the South Chicago police yesterday on a 
charge of perjury. He will be given a hear- 
ing before Justice Callahan tomorrow. 

The police assert that Ruby's story is pure 
fiction. Their doubts were apparently con- 
firmed yesterday, when the saloonkeeper’s 
stock and fixtures were seized by the Pabst 
Brewing company and G. A. Gross to satisfy 
claims amounting to $390: According to in- 
formation secured by the police, Ruby on 
two previous occasions resorted to similar 
tactics, with a view of evading his creditors. 
Ruby returned to his saloon yesterday 
morning after the police had about con- 
cluded that he was not in the city. He was 
at once arrested. Captain Shippy declares 
that Ruby made affidavit that he had been 
bound and gagged and robbed, and that the 
affidavit will be used as evidence in prosecut- 
ing the charge of perjury. 


DREYER AMENDED BILL SIGNED. 


Judge Certifies to Fact Bailiffs Were 
Not Sworn—Twenty Days 
to File It. 


Judge Waterman yesterday afternoon 
signed the amended bill of exceptions as 
presented to him in behalf of Hdward 8. 
Dreyer, stating that, as alleged by Attorney 
Austrian, the bailiffs who had charge f 
the jury had not been sworn after the jury 
had been completed and sworn in. 

With the amended bill of exceptions Mr. 
Dreyer's attorneys hope to prevail upon the 
Supreme Court to grant the convicted banker 
another trial. The attorneys base their hopes 
on the fact that Judges Cartwright and 
Boggs previously refused to reverse the de- 
ejsion on the express grounds that the lower 
court had not certified the fact that the bail- 
iffs were not sworn. 

Twenty days will be allowed for the amend- 
ed bill of exceptions to be presented to the 
Supreme Court. The court may then take 
the case under advisement, or may immedi- 
ately deny the application, in which case, it 
is asserted, the last hope of Mr. Dreyer 
evading the penitentiary will be gone. 
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
